over Nine Million Dollars | aan 
‘for the Month. 
Associated Press Lezsed-wire Service. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.— The cash bal- 
ance in the treasury today was $126,875,440, 
of which $55,248,023 -was gold reserve. The 
total receipts from all sources at the Treas- 


ury during the present month amount to] 


341,021,330, and the disbursements §$31,- 
688,803, laving a surplus for the month’ of 
‘$9,332,526, although the disbursements to- 
day exceeded the receipts by $384,512. 

Of the receipts, $11,814,814" were from 
customs and $27,762,288 trom Internal rev- 
enue. Only $448, 178 “were received today 
from internal revenue sources, aud ‘thts; 
it. is thought, eathe almost entirely from 
sale of . oleomargarine and tobacco 
“which, -dur- 
ing the time the tariff bill was in the 
hands of the President, yielded as high as 
$500,000 in a single day on Whisky with- 
drawals, paid last Wednesday only $48. . 

For the first time in several months, 
the customs receipts reported today amount 
to more than $1,000,000, and the increase 
is expected to continue until a large part 
‘of the goods now in bond shall have been 
withdrawn.

HONG KONG, Aug. 31.-—(By Asiatic 
Cable.) A terrible fire has occurred on 
Canton River, hundreds of flower boats be- 
ing «burned. At least 1000 natives per- 
ished in the flames. The flower boats 
were moored stem and stern in rows, and 
a large number of persons lived upon them.

News this evening reaches hare that 
three families living below town were 
drowned, whose names have not yet been 
learned. According to reports received at 
the Southern Pacific office this evening 14 
terrible flood was augmented by an earth- 
quake.

At 
one place near the city heavy cracks ap- 
pear on either side of the river, having 
apparently no bottom.

If our 
contemporary, means, however, that 
the construction of a harbor in Los 
Angeles county at the most suitable 
point—a point where all railroads can 
enter—is the “pivot,” then we hasten 
to admit that the Record-Union is en- 


tirely right. 


Such a point as this is not Santa 
Monica Canyon, which has been de- 


clared by government engineers to be 
unsuited for such purpose, and where 
5 water front, with exception of a 

feet, has been acquired, and is 
now held by the Southern Pacific 
Company, or by parties affiliated with 
them. Such a point is San Pedro, 
which has been repeatedly and unaul- 
mously recommended for the purpose 
by duly-appointed boards of govern- 
ment engineers, and where three lines 
of railroad already have entry—the 
Southern Pacific, the Terminal and 
the Southern California (over the Ter- 
minal tracks.) Not only this, but 


other roads can come in if they wish, 


and undoubtedly would do so as soon 
as work upon a first-class harbor is 
commenced. 

This, it will be seen, is a distinction 
with a difference. It is not merely 


the distinction between two locations. 


for a harbor. That is an insignificant 
detail. As we have frequently said, 
if that were the only question, very 
few people outside of the towns of 
San Pedro and Santa Monica would 
particularly care where the harbor 
was located. Probably among the citi- 
zens of Los Angeles there would be a 
pre-disposition in favor of Santa 
Monica, as it is a few miles nearer 
to the city, and the natural growth of 
Los Angeles is in.that direction, That 


‘the péople of Los Angeles understand 


how small a feature of the question 
at issue this is was strikingly shown 
when the members of the Chamber 
of Commerce: held a vote which re- 
sulted three to one in favor of San 
Pedro. 

This, then, is the question in a nut- 
shell—an open harbor against a, close 
corporation harbor. The issue 1s a 
very plain one, and must not be lost 
sight of. The people of Los Angeles 
county and Southern California must 
not permit themselves to be bam- 
‘oozled by tle specious arguments 
and appeals of hired railroad attor- 
neys and newspapers.

| ‘THAT MILITARY Post. 


The Arizona’ Gazette protests loudly 
against the proposition to establish 
a military post at Los Angeles,, be- 
lieving that it would mean the re- 
moval to this place of Whipple Bar- 
racks, near Prescott. It is true that 
the military posts have been quite 
an advantage to Arizona from a finan- 
cial standpoint, yielding a consider- 
able income to the Territory, but that 
is not the principal object for which 
military posts are established by the 
government. Los Angeles would be 
in all respects an excellent location 
for such a post. It is the center of a 
number of lines of railroad, so that 
troops can be easily moved in any 
direction, which is a most, important 
matter, for when troops are needed 
they are generally needed in a hurry. 


most productive sections of the United 
States, where supplies of all kinds 
can be obtained at reasonable prices. 
Then, again, it is close to the .sea- 
board, which is also an important 
feature, as we never can tell when 
trouble of some kind may threaten 
us from across the ocean. We think 
Los Angeles can make a very 
strong case in its application for a 
military post, and we have reason to 
hope that the application will be suc- 
cessful, sooner or later. 

A reader of The Times calls attention 
to the necessity for an elevator ordinance 
in Los Angeles, such as ‘there is in other 
large cities of the country. At present 
there 16 nothing of the kind here and our 
elevators are run after a free-and-easy 
fashion that promises to result some day 
in a bad accident, there having recently 
been some very narrow escapes, and dt is 
a wonder that nobody has yet been injured 
or killed. Several of the men or boys in 
oharge of the elevators ih our large blocks 
have a habit of pulling the rope and start- 
ing the elevator before they close the 
door, which is a most dangerous practice 
and should be strictly forbidden. Only a

The growers then proceeded to go after 
(Mr. Katz, the local agent, who Was for- 
merly engaged in the boycott business, 
fut that being rather dull at present, is 
now working for the county in Mr. Hew- 
itt’s office. : Katz became scared and turned 
over to the growers the telegrams which 
had passed between him and the firm in 
cipher, together with the key to the cipher. 
These dispatches were read at the meet- 
ing last week, and showed that, while the 
growers were being told that the market 


‘was very dull in Tacoma, that the fruit 


was arriving in bad condition,, and that it 
was impossible to get much for it, Katz 
was receiving dispatches announcing: that 
good prices had been paid for fruit, and 
telling him to get more shipments, 

A suit has been commenced in the Su- 
perior Court by Lewis C. Anderson, who is 
one of the sufferers, and to whom a num- 
ber of other claims have been assigned 
against Harris Bros. for the sum of 
$1853.50, together with interest and costs. 
The complaint runs as follows: 


“That the defendants are copartners un- 
der the firm name of Harris Bros. and 
Company, doing business as commission 
merchants in the county of Los Angeles, 
Cal., and various other places, with their 
principal place of business at Tacoma, 
State of Washington. 

That in the on or before the 
30th day of June, A. 1894, at Alham- 
bra, Cal., this plaintiff e and con- 
signed to defendants a large quantity of 
oranges in good, merchantable order and 
condition for shipment to defendants at 
Tacoma and other of their business places.. 

“That defendants received the same on 
consignment as his agents for sale at the 
best market prices. 

That defendants have only paid this 
plaintiff on account thereof the gum of 
$200, and promised and guaranteed de- 
fendant a net return of $1 per box. 

“That defendants have not accounted to 
plaintiff for said fruit, but have spld the 
same and converted the proceeds ‘thereof 
wrongfully to their own use and are in- 
to in sum of

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A similar complaint ts made ‘tnd regard 
to 1 following persons and shipments: 

Henry Burgess, 78 boxes of oranges and 
8 boxes of lemons, valued at $86, for 
which he only réceived $54, and claims 
$32. 

Richard Garvey of San Gabriel, 6 boxes 

of oranges, valued at $150, none of. which 
was paid. 

James D. Reymert, 118 boxes of oranges 
and 10 boxes lemons, valued $123, for 
which $37 was pald, leaving a ee of 
386 due. 

F. Q. Storey, 979 boxes oranges, valued 
at 31217.10, for which 4493.80 was paid, 
leaving a balance dus ef $723.30. 

E. F, Lane, 176 boxes oranges, 50 boxes 
lemons and 432 pounds dried peachés, val- 
ued at 3269.32, for which only 3113 was 
paid, the sum of W 32 remaining due 
and unpaid. 

Arthur W. Hersey, 320 boxes oranges 
and 10.boxes lemons,/valued at $330, upon 
which an unpaid balance of $165 is claimed. 

There are a number of other orange- | 
growers in this section who have had a 
similar experience with this firm. The 
growers are very indignant and declare 
that they will pursue this firm to the bit- 
ter end and make an example of them. 
They have been victimized long enough 
and do not intend to stand it any longer. 
It is a pity that these growers did not join 
the Frult-growers' Association. It is 
stated that all the members of thig asso- 
ciation in and around Los Angeles aver- 
aged $1 per box net on the tree for their 
oranges. It seems that it is necessary 
for the fruit-growers to get a good many 
severe lessons before they bgein to exer- 
cise something like business ‘caution in 
disposing of their crop. It may be that 
the Alhambra growers wil not recover 


anything from this Tacoma firm, but they 


have at least taken the right step in bring- 
ing suit to air the thing in court, and 
to find out whether fruit-growers have 
any rights that commission men are 
bound to respect. In some cases the dif- 
ference between the amount which should 
have been received by the growers and 
what they did receive represents 5 year’s 
hard work. 


Shipping Fruit to England. 

Much interest has been taken by fruit 
growers in the first’ large consignment of | 
California fruit which was sent frem Sacra- 
mento to England a few weeks ago. It ar- 
‘rived in London on the 24th of August, and 
there were at least 500 buyers present from 
all parts of England. Unfortunately, much 
of the consignment had been picked. too 
late, and consequently it arrived in so ripe | 
a condition that it was necessary to sell it 
to consumers within forty-eight hours. 
Other portions of the consignment were 
too tightly packed, and the sides of the 
boxes bulged in consequence when on board 
the Paris. The weight of the boxes dam- 
aged the top and bettom rows of fruit. 

Some fruit was more loosely packed, and 
in more open boxes, sent by F. H. Buck of 
Vacaville, Cal. The peaches arrived in poor 
condition. Grapes and plums were all 
right, but buyers did not want grapes 
because the quality was considered inferior 
to the sEnglish article. Plums. were also 
not in great demand, because the market 
is already glutted. The pear ‘shipment 
also struck a. bad market; “as 10,000 bas- 
kets of fresh pears were offered. | First

Co-operation in Marketing Oranges. 

POMONA .(Cal.,) Aug. 18, 1894.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) In your issue of this 
date under “Orchard and Farm,“ you 
have an article, on marketing the fruit 
crop, which is right to the point in re- 
gard to the necessity of organization as 
the only alternative for the fruit-ggower. 

You truly say: The industry in Cali- 
fornia has got beyond the infant stage and 
it is time that it should be regarded and 
treated as a staple industry.’’ Your re- 
marks are called forth by the action of the 
San Joaquin Valley» Raisin-growers’ and 
Packers’. Association,, Here, at your very 
door, in Southern California, is an indus- 
try, the magnitude of which seems to be 
but imperfectly understood. 

The Southern California Fruit exchanges 
were organized August 19, 1893. The ter- 
ritory from Riverside to San Diego was 
districted and permanent organizations 
formed, making the seven exchanges, viz: 
Riverside, San Bernardino County, Duarte, 
San Antonio, Semi-Tropic, Orange and 
San Diego County Fruit exchanges: These 
exchanges, by electing a representative 
for each 1000 cars or majority Traction, 


performed the functions of a cljearing-.. 
house, receiving orders, 


possible the business of the exchauges. 

We have seventy-eight regularly ap- 
pointed representatives in the principal 
cities of the United States and Canada, 
and also a trade list of over six hundred 
prominent dealers, with whom we are in 
One instance I can 
cite, showing to what extent the exchanges 
are advertised (and this is by no means 
the only one,) will prove the utility of 
organization, One of our exchanges’ 
shipped 305 cars of oranges last season, of 
which only nine went to Chicago, and 
the balance was distributed among sixty- 
nine cities, in many instances being the 
first time a full car was ever disposed of, 
as dealers found they could deal direct 
with the growers and by so doing, dis- 
pense with the middle man. 

The exchanges have acted harmoniously 
in all matters pertaining to the general 
good of the system, and with their expe- 
rience of last season before them, and ju- 
dicious management, their success as a 
permanent organization in the handling of 
all fruit products is assured. Facts and 
figures are conclusive. In no instance can 
I recall a cash purchase last month by the 
trade, of fruit on trees of groves not in 
the organization, over 90 cents per box for 
fancy navels, and from this figure to 60 
cents. The final reports of our exchanges 
and associations, as published in The 
Times (Southern California news) show net 
returns to the members of from 95 cents 
to $1.30 per box. This, im the face of the 
freeze which reduced the output fully one- 
half, is surely deserving of favorable com-

Southern California Fruit Exchanges. 


It is. true that a great deal is being 
wala’ about sterilizing milk before use. 
Would it not be a wise plan to look 
well to the conditions and surroundings 
of the cow, and thus help to keep away 
all germs of disease? No little success 
depends on the handling of the milk after 


it is taken to the house, or turned over 


into the hands of the housewife. She 
must exercise vigiant care in the cleans- 
ing of pail, strainer’ ‘and pans, and see 
that plenty of hot water is brought into 
use. 


Qualities of Jersey Cattle. 

(F. A. Deekens in Southern Cultivator:) 
The above excellent breed of cattle’ has 
never been in higher favor among prac-. 
tical dairymen than it is today, its popu- 
larity having been built up and strength- 
‘ened by good results. 

Originally from the Island of Jersey, in 
the British Channel, a locality favored as 
to soil and climate, the well-known milk- 
ing tendencies of the breed have long been 
carefully fostered and developed by the 
thrifiy and intelligent Anglo-French peas- 
antry of that island. The result of that ju- 
dicious treatment is the present Jersey 
cow, a typical animal, unequaled in the 
particular line for which she is so justly 
celebrated. 

The qualifications which these cattle pos- 
sess could not, of course, be long ignored 
in this country, where, for many years, 


pure-bred animals of the best type have 


been imported and duly acclimated. Good 
Jersey cattle of first-class families are 
much sought after 125 reeders and stock 
fanciers, and the 111 bron ble character has | 
been satisfactorily established. 

The prepotency of the Jersey bulls is 
well known to those who have used them, 
and their color, markings and other char- 
acteristics may be traced for many gener- 
ations in their grade offspring. 

The Jersey cow is emphatically a ‘‘but- 
ter cow,” and in that respect is superior 
to other breeds. She is not only prolific, 
but precocious, coming earl} into service. 
The milk is exceptionally rich and fine 
flavored. 

Of a quiet and tractable A 
the Jersey cow is easy to handle and safe 


to drive. to trough or feld, no small rec-’ 


ommendation where women and children 
are concerned. 

Those who are on the ‘lookout for that 
mythical animal ycleped the general pur- 
pose cow,” are likely to be disappointed 
in the Jersey caw. She is not one of that 
sort, and does not pretend to be. I speak 
of the breed as I have found it after years 
of actual experience, with its members’ 
on my own farm, and, from observation 
of their performances on those of my 
neighbors. The all-purpose cow may suit 
persons having no particular requirements, 
but it is a fallacy to suppose that gen- 
érak and special excellencies can exist 
in the same animal at the same time. 

As a pretty, gentle and useful creature, 
the Jersey cow can safely challenge the 
world in her own particular sphere, For 
stock-raisers on the bleak prairies, where 
beef production is the main object, and the 
weather vicissitudes are sudden and se- 
vere, she is not calculated to compete with. 
the larger and more rigged breeds, repre- 
sented by Durhams, Herefords, Scotch 
black cattle and others; but for the pa- 
trons of creameries, for the general farm- 
er's use, or for hotels and private fami- 
lies, where “gilt-edge” butter is a prime 
necessity, she reigns supreme.

A milk and butter record of almost phe- 
nomenal volume may be noticed in the 
case of the Jersey cow, Signal’s Lily Flagg. 
This valuable animal has just beaten the 
splendid record, previously standing to 
the credit of Bisson’ s Belle. In the twelve 


months between June 1, 1891, and 
June 1, 1892, Signal's Lily Flagg 
yielded 41,339 pounds of milk, which

does the freshlygplowed ground make a 
capital seed-bed for seeds of weeds scat- 
tered from passing wagons, but the plowed 
surface is usually left rough and covered 
with stones, so that it is next to impos- 
sible to mow it. | 


When to Cut Grass for Hay. 

All grasses intended to be fed to milch 
cows or growing cattle should be cut much 
earlier than those intended for work 
horses, although the latter should not be 
fed dead grass under the name of hay. 
Mahy carefully conducted experiments 
have shown conclusively the superiority 
of .early-cut hay. One made by Prof. 
Jordan of the Pennsylvania State College 
lasted fifty-six days. Four steers were 
selected, and two fed on early-cut hay and 
two on that which had been cut late. 
After twenty-eight days’ feeding they were 
changed, and the two that had been fed 
the early-cut hay were fed the late-cut. 
The two steers fed the early-cut hay 
gained three and fourteen one-hundredths. 
pounds and the other two two and four- 
tenths pounds per day, and seventy-nine 
pounds of the early-cut hay made as m 
gain as 100 pounds of the late-cut; A 
second experiment made by the same pro- 
fessor lasted three months, and as less 
meal was fed, showed a still greater dif- 
5 — nee in favor of the early eut hay. 

o head ef cattle fed on the early-cut 
hay gained two pounds per day, while 
those fed on late-cut hay gained but eighty- 
four’ one-hundredths pounds, and fifty-five 
pounds of thegarly-cut hay made as much 
gain as 100 pounds of the late-cut. In the 
first experiment each lot of two steers 

ere fed twelve pounds of meal per day, 
n the second, each two steers were fed 
seven pounds per day.
